It was the second such incident 
In less than a month, Fourteen 
American soldiers were killed and 
nine injured Jan. 8 when an ar- 
tillery unit nine miles behind the 
front in western Korea was acéi- 
dentally bombed and strafed. Pre- 
liminary reports indicated that 
Marine Panther Jet fighters were 
involved. 


The bombs dropped Feb. 2 fell 
in the administrative section of a 
front-line battalion. The section 
is called “battalion rear,” It was 
about two and one-hiif miles 
from the Allied main line. 

(International News Servite 
said the unit involved was the 
United States Seventh Infantry 
Division's Seventeenth Regiment.) 


An officer said that soldiers 
were at work in what was a nor- 
mal quiet day when bombs sud- 
denly smashed into the area. 
“These men had never been 
bombed,” the officer said, “and 
the first reaction was one of sur- 
prise and shock. Then there was 
terror and panic as the wounded 


“ began to scream and moan.” 


He said he understood that one 
of the planes in the formation, 
which was flying north to bomb 
Chinese Communist positions, suf- 
fered an electrical failure, which 
resulted in the accidental release 
of its bombs,

‘How to Lose Friends 


“Our foreign policy must be clear, consistent 
and confident,” President Eisenhower told Con- 
gress in his State of the Union message. How 
difficult it is to live up to that admirable ideal 
the Administration now seems to be discovering 
with its proposal to repudiate “secret under- 
standings of the past” which, it asserts, have 
permitted the “enslavement” of other peoples. 

This policy was supposed to please many Re- 
publicans in Congress. But for some of them 
it is too tame. Thus Representative Bentley, 
the Michigan Republican who helped finance 


. Senator McCarthy before entering Congress 


himself, has jumped the gun on the Adminis- 
tration by introducing his own resolution call- 
ing for outright repudiation of parts of the Yalta 
Agreement. 

What Secretary Dulles has in mind, as he 
indicated at his press conference Wednesday, 
is something much milder, in the nature of a 
token repudiation. He wants a highly general- 
ized statement to the effect that the United 
States does not recognize any past commitments 
which permit “enslavement.” According to 
.The New York Times, efforts may be made in 
the Senate as well as the House to harden up 
what the disappointed repudiationists regard as 
a “soft” decharation. 

What is the root of the trouble? Surely it lies 
in the nature of the repudiation proposal itself. 
The truth is that repudiation in any form is bad 
business for a nation which seeks to retain the 
moral leadership of the free world. No matter 
how many agreements Soviet Russia may violate, 
we do ourselves no good by adopting the Krem- 
lin’s evil conduct as a pattern. If we believe that 


note , international agreements are made to be kept, 


we must keep our own no matter who does not. 


These moral considerations are strengthened — 


when it is realized that repudiation of the Yalta 
or any other wartime agreement can have no 
practical effect on the territories now dominated 
by the Russians, The Russians are in Sakhalin 
and the Kuriles whether we like it or not. They 
will not be driven out by a resolution. Nor is a 
resolution likely to incite any enslaved people to 
throw off its chains. What then would it ac- 
complish? 

For one thing, repudiation would accomplish 
the perpetuation of a political myth—the myth 
that Yalta or Potsdam or any other wartime 
agreement caused or permitted the enslavement 
of those peoples now behind the Iron Curtain. 
The fact as opposed to the myth is that the war- 
time agreements did not “give” Russia anything. 
What they did was to recognize what Russia had 
taken or had power to take as a result of the 
position it inherited with allied victory over 
Germany and Japan. 

It may be argued that the West should not 
have recognized Russia’s postwar power position. 
That is another debate. But the recognition of 
realities—at a time when everybody hoped some 
peaceful relations could be worked out—did not 
cause or permit the enslavement of a single sa- 
tellite. The satellites would have been enslaved 
without a Yalta Agreement, as they were en- 
slaved with one. That being so, the withdrawal 
of recognition now cannot undo what Soviet na- 
tional power, rather than any signatures on a 
document, accomplished in the first place. 

These realities help to explain why the Ad- 
ministration, having precipitated so much loose 
talk about repudiation of the wartime agree- 
ments, now must come forth with a mild and 
meaningless generality. In the same way, it pre- 
cipitated much loose talk about a China block- 
ade and other strong measures in Asia, but now 
apparently draws back from such action, 

Both steps have acutely disturbed our allies. 
Neither has achieved the clarity, consistency and 
confidence that were set up as standards for our 
foreign policy.;

Failure of the public school tax increase would 
be a hard blow. School officials would be 
faced with the bleak task of slashing more than 
$8,000,000 from budgets prepared for the next 
two years, an operation virtually impossible to 
accomplish without cutting salaries.

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The Grand Army Fades 


As the headline says, the Grand Army of the 
Republic has closed its Bible, furled its flag and 
passed from existence. Its last member died re- 
cently at the age of 106. Its last encampment 
brought six aged veterans of the Civil War to 
Indianapolis in 1949, to hear a band play taps. 

What rémains of the G.A.R. is left to monu- 
ments, records and tattered battle flags. But 
America’s first great veterans’ organization 
made a grand and tempestuous march through 
history. And it is not always easy to distinguish 
between the story of the organization and the 
story of its men. 

The organization began in Illinois in 1866, not 
long after a newspaper complained that many 
Union veterans had been stranded by demobili- 
zation, left “hungry, sitting on doorsteps.” The 
G.A.R. was a pressure group, a lobby. It did so 
well as to veterans’ pensions that in 20 years 
one of its leaders, Carl Schurz of St. Louis, pro- 
tested that “we are paying more for pensions 
than all the other nations together.” 

Meanwhile the G.A.R. was captured by the 
radical wing of the Republican party, which 
kept the ghost of the Confederacy as a ready 
enemy. Critics charged that G.AR. meant “Gen- 
erally All Republicans.” The “bloody~-shirt” of 
the dead hero was not only waved but nailed to 
the rostrum. Committees hunted for “disloyal- 
ty,” by which then was meant a favorable view 
of the South. So it was that Bre} Harte’s “Old 
Major” said: 

And then, for an old man like me, it’s not 

exactly right— 

. This kind o’ playing soldier with no enemy 

in sight. 

“The Union.”—that was well enough way up

As of now 
it cannot be told whether his balanced budget 
stand or the cut-taxes-first demand of the Ways 
and Means Committee represents the Republi- 
can party in power in Washington. 
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Ignorance Shackles the Ballot 

How much the free ballot is a matter of edu- 
cation is suggested in a report by the Southern 
Regional Council on civie progress for South- 
ern Negroes. The law and the courts have gone 
far to restore the ballot to the disfranchised, 
and with tangible good results. “Substantial 
gains in public facilities and an improved politi- 
cal climate in many urban areas” are cited by 
the council. 

In rural areas where Negroes make up a large 
part of the population, however, there is a 
“cold war of the ballot” against them. All sorts 
of discregitable devices are used to deprive them 
of the ballot. 

Some of these abuses can no doubt be cor- 
rected by closer policing of the law and by 
court actions. But it seems evident that free- 
dom of the ballot will never be the dynamic 
reality it should be as long as there are sizeable 
groups of people who have not been educated 
to a realization of its importance. © 

The Negro problem, as it is usually called, 
would be much farther on the road to a happy 
solution if comparable progress were being made 
in coping with the problem of white ignorance. 
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Fair Warning on Berlin 
Harvard's former President, Dr. James Bryant 
Conant, has made an impressive beginning as 
High Commissioner from the United States to 
Germany, In a radio message broadcast to all 


\ 


Germans in their language, the new official has» 


asserted that the United States will not abandon 
Berlin, that this country will maintain its rights 
in the former German capital, that Americans 
are determined to keep open the communication 
lines from Berlin to Western Germany, and that 
any effort to shut the French, British and Amer- 
ican sectors of the city off from the Russian sec- 
tor will be opposed. 

It takes nothing from the strong, sound posi- 
tion of the Eisenhower Administration on Ber- 
lin to say that anything less would be a letdown 
from the record of the Truman Administration. 
Berlin is one.of the big issues on which Harry 
S. Truman and his State Department have been 
right. When the Russians blocked land access to 
Berlin, the air forces of the Allied nations cre- 
ated the historic airlift which moved not only 
personnel but food and fuel into the beleaguered 
city. In the end the Communists saw that they 
were doing themselves harm—and training Al- 
lied pilots—so they backed down. 

Berlin is just what Dr. Conant called it, “an 
outpost of the western world” behind the Iron 
Curtain. Nowhere on the globe is our commit- 
ment tied more tightly to moral obligation to 
protect thousands of people who have trusted 
us. The Conant message declares no new policy, 
but it is the timeliest of reiterations. 
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Vote-Minded Approach to Pensions 

The Jefferson City attitude toward old-age 
pensions continues to be as predictable as ever. 
Thus the House Social Security Committee has 
recommended the increase of the maximum 
payment from $55 to $75 a month at an esti- 
mated annual cost of $25,000,000. But the same 
committee killed two bills which would have 


enabled the state to recover all or part of its 


payments to an individual by taking advantage 
of a lien on his property after death. According 
to an estimate of Director of Welfare Proctor 
N. Carter, this would have saved Missouri about 
$2,500,000 a year. 

In terms of direct savings to the taxpayer, a 
lien and recovery law is even more important 
than the pending measure: to open the relief 
rolls to public inspection. The latter is designed 
to discourage or to reveal chiselers. The former 
would mean actual cash for:the state from prop- 
erty-owning pensioners without forcing such 
persons to give up a home while still alive. 

Such a law would be humane since it would 
not increase a pensioner’s hardships, but it 
would also be just by providing for repayment 
to the state, if possible, before allowing prop- 
erty to go perhaps to heirs, who made few or no 
contributions at all to the individual's support. 

The committee’s action shows less concern 
for the state treasury than for some politicians’ 
fear of losing a few votes here and there.

The Next Great Debate 


New “great debate” on foreign policy concerns means of reducing 
Russian power; division is between those who think all doors should 
be barred against all Communist states, and those who believe 
Russia's satellites might be drawn away from her; Chifia the issue:

The sides are forming now for another 
“great debate” over the future direction 
of*allied foreign policy. 

The issue was sketched the Amer- 
ican political campaign over the meaning 
of the word “liberation.” It was inherent 
in the brief flurry over whether the next 
move in the Far East should be a block- 
ade of the China Coast. It is bound to 
a in more direct form in the near 

ture. 


It is posed by the rising conflict both 
inside the United 
States and among 
members of the 
NATO alliance over 
the purpose of Amer- 
ican “psychological 
strategy.” It must 
be resolved before 
the new American 
foreign policy can 
become “dynamic” 
and “positive.” 

The issue _ in 
next “great, debate” 
is over the ways and 
means of approach- 
ing the main purpose 
of the Grand Alli- 
ance. The purpose itself is not in serious 
contest anywhere outside of the Russian 
realm. There is substantial agreement 
everywhere in the free world that there 
can be no security or stability. for its 
members unless and until the power fron- 
tiers of Soviet Russia encompass a smaller 
proportion of the Eurasian continent than 
they do at this time. 

But there is far from agreement over 
the best approach to the desired end. On 
the one side are those who argue that 
Communism and the power frontiers of 
Russia are the same. On the other side 
are those who argue that Titoism is proof 
that the two are not the same. 


What “Liberation” Means 


The first group defines “liberation” as 
meaning the overthrow of all the Commu- 
nist governments which are now under the 
heel of Moscow. The second group defines 
“liberation” as requiring only ‘the break- 
ing of Moscow’s control over its satellites. 


This is the real issue which produced 
such an instant divergence of opinion be- 
tween Washington and London when talk 
of “the blockade” appeared. The British 
Government is not solely afraid of a 
blockade per se. It is also afraid that the 
blockade might be a feeler for decision in 
Washington to operate on the assumption 
that all Communist governments must be 
overthrown. 

This is the identical issue which was 
argued toward the end of World War II 
over policy toward Germany and Japan,
